 Meet or exceed ESA, recovery and conservation goals
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Potential modifications to Policy

• For Puget Sound sockeye, Lake Washington threshold reference 
seems dated, and there is no mention of Baker sockeye -
Consider eliminating Lake Washington specific reference, 
simply identify Puget Sound-origin sockeye as recreational 
priority

• Clarify language referencing other Commission policies in 
recognition that the policies may be modified or guidance 
provided by the Commission

• Change term of new policy from 2 years to 5 years ?
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Fishery Management

Puget Sound

 The Puget Sound harvest management objectives for chinook and coho, 
in priority order are to: 

 (1) Provide meaningful recreational fishing opportunities; and

 (2) Identify and provide opportunities for commercial harvest

 First 200,000 Lake Washington sockeye available for non-treaty harvest 
provided to recreational fisheries

 Puget Sound-origin sockeye will be prioritized for recreational 
opportunity

 For fisheries directed at harvestable Puget Sound origin pink salmon, 
seasons will be established that provide meaningful opportunities for 
both recreational and commercial fisheries while minimizing gear and 
other fishery conflicts 
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Fishery Management

Puget Sound

 For Fraser River-origin chum, pink and sockeye stocks, the majority of the 
harvest to commercial fisheries

 For Puget Sound-origin chum stocks, the majority of the harvest to 
commercial fisheries
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Fishery Management

• Grays Harbor - managed consistent with the Commission’s 
Grays Harbor Policy (POL C-3621), including any modifications 
made to the policy, and any guidance or clarifications 
provided by the Commission.

• Willapa Bay - managed consistent with the Commission’s 
Willapa Bay Policy (POL C-3622), including any modifications 
made to the policy, and any guidance or clarifications 
provided by the Commission.
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Fishery Management

• Columbia River – The Fish and Wildlife Commission’s policy on 
Columbia River Salmon Management (POL C-3620), including 
any modifications made to the policy, and any guidance or 
clarifications provided by the Commission, shall guide pre-
season and in-season planning of Columbia River salmon 
fisheries.

• Pacific Ocean - managed consistent with the PFMC’s 
Framework Salmon Management Plan
